COLLECTIBLES FROM OLD HAWATT 


The first coins minted in the Hawaii Islands were 
the Kamehameha III copper cent pieces, struck in 
1847 under the auspices of the Kingdom of Hawaii. ¥ 


Acting as the agent for the Hawaiian government, 
James Jackson Jarvis ordered 100,000 copper coins, 
presumably from a New England firm. The minister of 
Finance gave Jarvis a note in the amount of $869.56 
dated January 14, 1847 about the time when the coins 
were ordered. Early on May 3, 1847, the merchant 
ship "Montreal" docked at Honolulu harbor after its 
long voyage from Boston via Rio and Tahiti with the 
shipment of coins. j 
But it appeared the large one cent store of denomina- * 
tions was not what was needed. It did not circulate 
freely. This failure discouraged the government, and 
plans for other denominations were abandoned 


The governors of the neighbor islands, who ordered 
large amounts from the Treasury, used the coins for 
change when collecting duty and tax. 


In 1862, the last known time ofissue by the treasury, 
11,595 coins were outstanding. Although the copper 
coins were not legal tender after 1884, they remain- 
ed in circulation for many years and were valued at 
one cent in exchange for 1883 Hawaiian silver at the 
treasury. 


In 1885, the approximately 88,000 remaining coins in 
the treasury were shipped out of the country as scrap 
to be melted down. 

In 1883, Kingdom of Hawaii silver coinage was designed 
by Charles Barber of Philadelphia Mint, where the 
proofs were struck. The coins were then struck at 

the San Francisco Mint for Claus Spreckles, an agent 
for the Hawaiian government. The coins are of the same 
weight and fineness of their U.S. counterparts. The - 
obverse of the dies were defaced and are presently 
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stored in the Hawaii State Archives in Honolulu. 
The hubs from which the dies were made are preserved 
in the Philadelphia Mint. 


On January 14, 1903, President Theodore Roosevelt 
approved an act of Congress providing for redemption 
of the Hawaiian silver coins at par for U.S. coins. 


The Kalakaua coins (as they are now known) were not 
legal tender after Jan. 1, 1904. Approximately 
$200,000 remained outstanding out of the original 
mintage of $1,000.000. The redeemed silver was melted. 
Six silver proof sets without the eighth dollar were 
struck in September 1883. 


A year later twenty sets with the eighth dollar (five 

coin set) were struck in silver. Eighteen of the sets 
were struck in four denominations (the eighth, quarter, 
hals and one dollar) as pattern trial pieces in copper. 


These coins were identical to the silver and struck 
from the same dies. One set of hub impressions is 
known to still exist. Coins of the Kingdom of Hawaii 
include the 10-cent piece (umi keneta), 25-cent 

piece (hapaha), 50-cent piece (hapalua), the dollar 
(akahi dala) and the penny (hapa haneri).

POOR SUSAN..... 


Susan B. Anthony was neyer ignored and stashed away in a 
basement, but the coins bearing her image have not been 
so lucky. 


Since the coin fell.out of favor and subsequently out of 
circulation, hundreds of millions of them have been 
stored, virtually unused, in the vaults of the Federal 
Reserve Banks and ‘their branches. But the quirky, unpop- 
ular coins have been turning up in Portland pockets dur- 
ing the last three years and it's all Tri-Mets doing. 


In Sept. 1986, Tri-Met (Portland transit) inaugurated MAX 
(Metropolitan Area Express) and all its platform ticket 
machines have been dispensing Susan B's in change ever 
since. 


Here are some facts and figures about the unloved, un- 
wanted and mostlu unspent Susan B's. 


* Tri-Met uses about 7,000 of them a week in its 64 
ticket machines. During peak times, such as Rose Festi- 
val and Christmas shopping season, the agency uses as 
many as 20,000 a week. 


* They haven't caused any real problems. Regular riders 
tend to save them to plub back into the ticket machines. 
Some merchants along MAX route have become used to then, 
although one store reportedly refused to accept a Susan B 
believing it was not United States currency. 


* The coins were minted for only three years, 1979 to 
1981, and then were discontinued because of the under- 
whelming popular response. 


* The U.S.Mint coined a grand total of 857.2 million 
Susan B's. Of those, 33.6 million were used in proof sets 
bought by collectors and 823.6 million sent into gener- 
al circulation. 


* About 441 million Susan B's now sit unused in the 
vaults of the mint and the various Federal Reserve banks 
around the country, including the branch in Portland. 


* The coins are stored 2,000 to a bag, each bag weigh- 
ing 35 pounds. Tellers are known to get requests for 
the Susan B for novelties or special occasions. But

her and yon like quarters and paper dollars. 


| urge all readers of COINS to get rid of coins bare- 
ly over face value and/or spend dollars, half dollars 
or any other coins that could spark a new collector. 
1f each reader spent only one roll of half dollars, or 
Peace dollars, or recycled an old penny or nickel, 
think of how many new collectors we would gain. 


Other things we can do is to take our young people to 
coin shows. Even if they don't buy anything, they at 
least have been exposed.

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A NAIL FOR YOUR THOUGHTS.... 


It could be said that "mind your business' was our coun- 
try's first official motto.’ In’ 1776; the wew nation 
issued its first coin - the Continental Dollar, and the 
words "Mind Your Business" were engraved on each one. 
Since then our coins have gone through some strange 
transformations. 


The expression 'two bits' stretches back to Colonial 
times when metal was scarce and foreign coins, such as 
Spanish silver dollars were commonly uses. Often bro- 
ken into eight pieces (therefore called "pieces of 
eight') each bit was worth 125 cents. And a quarter 
dollar, or two bits, was equal to 25 cents. Amazingly 
‘ foreign coins were considered legal tender until 1859. 


The colonists made some coins themselves. In 1652 

they produced the famous Tree coins, even though Eng- 

land's King Charles II had outlawed the manufacture of 

coins. But the colonists kept on and for 30 years they 
4 dated all coins "1652" to fool the King. 


At least they were actual coins. Colonists had to use 
nails, ammunition, wamoum (beads of polished shells) 
and tobacco for money. 


A Nail for your thoughts - continued 


By 1792 the new nation finally established its own 
mint in Philadelphia through the Coinage Act. But 

it was still difficult to find metal. The first coins 
were supposedly made from George Washington's person- 
al silverware. This was not to be the last time 

metal would be scarce. About 150 years later, during 
World War II, thousands of pennies were made from 
melted shell casings. 


During the Civil War, an estimated 50 million private- 
ly issued tokens were used as official pennies. Many 
of these bore the words "Not One Cent". Other inscrip- 
tions included private advertisements and various pat- 
riotic slogans. 


The first non-commemorative coin picturing a President 
was not issued until 1909. This had previously been 
considered inappropriate for a democracy. But when 

the Lincoln head cent finally came out, at a time when 
the Ku Klux Klan was strong, it was hailed as the ‘coin 
of freedom' and the ‘emancipation coin’. It was also 
the first one-cent coin bearing the moddo "In God We 
Trust". which by law now appears on all our coins. 


There is no question that the coins of today have come 
a long way since the days of "Mind Your Business", and 
Spanish pieces of eight. And instead of nails and 
tobacco, Colonists would be amazed to find 15 billion 
United States coins in circulation.

SHINE YOUR MONEY? 


In these days of high finance, options and buyouts, it's refreshing 
to know there is still a little good’ old-fashioned money laundering 
going on. : 


At the Westin St. Francis Hotel in San Francisco, Arnold Batliner has 
been washing coins at the hotel for more than a quarter of century, 
and nothing gives him more pleasure than to take sacks of dirty coins 
and turn them into bright and shiny change. 


It is also his responsibility to order freshly printed paper money 
from Wells Fargo for use throughout the hotel. Anyone who has ever 
visited the St. Francis knows the bills are always crisp and the coins 
forever clean. Locals refer to the refreshed change as "St. Francis 


money. It almost has a spiritual ring to it. 


The coins are tumble-washed in a 60-year old machine that was original- 
ly used to clean hotel silverware. Arnold partially fills the tub 
with steel shot, loads in the coins (one denomination at a time), adds 
hot water, sprinkles on powdered Boraxo hand soap, locks the lid and 
leaves the mixture to gyrate for 90 minutes. 


When the wash cycle is finished, the coins and stéel shot are rinsed, 
then scooped out and spread over a metal strainer. The shot falls 
through to be used again. We helped Arnold spread the coins atop the 
strainer. Mixed in one load of nickels we found several English Pound 
coins. a 10 Pence, English pennies, a Canadian dollar, some Australian 
and Chinese coins, and tokens for a cruise-line drink and a number of 
car washes. 


The change is transferred from the strainer to a drying bed, heated by 
high-intensity lamps, then sent through the counting and wrapping 
machines. Arnold is at the end of the line, funneling the coins into 
wrappers, sealing the ends and stacking them neatly for distribution. 


The equipment is so old there isn't anyone around who can accurately 
date it. Arnold guesses the washing machine goes back to 1930 and says 
the strainer "has been here a lot longer than me." A hotel tag dates 
the sorter to 1925. The newest item is the wrapping machine - put in 
place when Arnold started this job. 

In reply to our inquiries about the machinery, the elderly gent just 
grinned and said, "Everything in this room is an antique - including me." 


Arnold keeps fit just hustling the sacks of money around. A bag of 
$1,000 in quarters weights 56 pounds, and 5,000 nickels weigh 70 pounds. 
He handles them with ease. 


This service started in 1938, when silver dollars were still in circu- 
lation. They were cleaned as a courtesy for ladies who wore white 
gloves, which were soiled by the dirty money. The good will it gener- 
ated established the tradition, which continues today.

He pointed out that 
in the 1960's there was a wide spread in 'uncirculated' 
grade, and a more scientific method of grading was need- 
ed. Private grading companies came out against. ANACS 

to tighten up the grading. 


It was found that there were too many ways to manipu- 
late coins and photos when they only used photos and 
flips, so it escalated from paper grading to slabbing, 
He suggested that numismatists grade the companies, 
checking the grey sheet against the blue sheet to deter- 
mine whether or not they should have their coins s labbed 
or leave them in the 'raw' mode, and it depends a lot 

on what they ultimately plan on doing with their coins. 
The bottom line is to use your common sense when it 
comes to grading and/or certifying.

The annexation of the South African state, 
Transvaal, by Great Britain caused the first 
Anglo-Boer War of 1880-1881. The Boers won 
and the Pretoria Convention of 1881 restored full 
independence to the territory. The discovery of 
gold at Barerton in 1883, and three years later at 
Witwatersrand, caused the usual influx of popu- 
lation. Trade and internal commercial activity 
expanded overnight, leading to the cry for local 
coinage. President Kruger, recognizing the 
need, granted a banking concession to the 
National Bank of the South Africa Republic, 
imposing on its concessionaires the obligation 
to establish a mint. This presentation will focus 
on the coins produced by this republic from 
1892 to 1902 when it fell to the British via the 
second Anglo-Boer War.

With the disintegration of the Great Mughal 
Empire in India during the 18th century, various 
princelings, provincial governors and local chiefs 
assumed hegemony over their territories, large 
or small, and gradually became sovereigns as 
hereditary rulers. When the British Raj sup- 
planted the Mughals in main parts of the Indian 
subcontinent, it permitted these “Native Prin- 
ces” to retain their realms under British protec- 
tion through treaties—under the principle of 
“divide and rule.” During the heyday of the Brit- 


ish Raj there existed more than 500 of these 
entities. 

The British, accustomed to imperial pomp, 
endowed these princes with all the perquisites 
and trappings of royalty: grandiose titles, annual 
stipends, coats-of-arms and crests, private 
armies, even numbered-gun salutes varying 
with rank. As part of this regalia, in addition to 
coins and paper money, the Indian princes 
created and issued a bewildering variety of 
medals, decorations and badges to award allies, 
family members and subordinates for loyalty or 
faithful service. Although these artifacts exist in 
untold hundreds of types, they have never been 
cataloged or published comprehensively. This 
talk is an initial effort to present this medallic 
material to the public.

CASINO GAMING TOKENS 
HISTORY AND DEVELOPMENT 


In 1964 when the U.S. Treasury Department converted 
from silver to clad coinage, the silver dollar dis- 
appeared overnight from slot machines and the gaming 
tables. The gaming capital of the world, Nevada, 
realized a new alternative was necessary. The modern 
day 'casino gaming token was about to become a reality. 


After nearly a year of negotiating, state token laws 
were established and federal token laws were revised. 


By the end of 1965, some 45 casinos were using tokens. 
Fifty-cent and dollar tokens had been minted by Frank- 
lin Mint, Michigan Tool, Osborn Coinage Co., and Pro- 
duct Engineering. There were 56 various designs and 
14 different metals or alloys used. In addition to 
the standard mint run, tokens were also issued as pre- 
sentation proofs, proofs and proof-likes. Franklin 
Mint also sold by subscription proof and proof-like 
sets to the public. 


In the late summer of 1965, four casinos had ordered 
fifty-cent tokens. By October, two casinos had re- 
ceived and were using their new tokens. The other two 
casinos had received their sample strikes. At this 
time, the U.S. Treasury Department advised that the 
tokens had to be withdrawn, since there would be an 
ample supply of new "Kennedy" half-dollar coins minted. 
Fifty-cent tokens did not appear again until 1967, 
with two issues in 1969 and one issue in 1971. Cur- 
rently, these tokens are not in use and are a very 
desirable item on the collector's market. 


Between 1965 and 1970 ,more gaming establishments or- 
dered and started using tokens. As gaming spread 
world-wide, so did the use of casino gaming tokens. 


In 1971, with the introduction of the "Ike Dollar", 
U.S. casinos stopped using tokens. Due to federal 
regulations, once again the cartwheel (silver clad 
dollar) reigned.

Susan B. Anthony arrived in 1979. She brought with 
her the return of the token to the casino. As it 
would have been too expensive for casinos to make the 
necessary mechanical changes to accommodate this 
lady's new size and shape, the governments involved 
(Federal, state and local) approved token usage once 
again in Nevada as well as in the new Atlantic City 
casinosl 


Gaming tokens today are used by casinos everywhere. 
There are over 25 mints that either produce or have 
produced tokens. Most metals and alloys have been 

_ used from pot-metal to 24 Kt. gold. The most common 
alloys used today are nickel-silver and cupro-nickel. 
Rarely are precious metals used for proofs today. 
They are, however, used for presentation, promotional 
and high-dollar value tokens.

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END OF ANERA? 


Information has been printed in the last two 
issues of the Bulletin, regarding the annual 
bus trip to the CSNA Educational symposium 

in Fullerton. But it looks as if we have 
reached the end of an era. There is just not 
enough interest to justify chartering a bus 
for this year. 


A little research shows the following statis- 
tics. There were two symposiums held in 
Long Beach before the Council decided to sub- 
sidize the cost of a bus So that more of “the 
local members could take advantage of this 
all day program» The first gear, 1771, pas- 
sengers were charged $2.50 for the round 
trip. ‘Costs have finetuated gyee tre vedre, 
as can be seen by the figures below. 


Further checking shows that the cost of the 
bus that first year was $140.00. The last 
bus that made the trip cost the Council $560. 
(and had only 22 passengers:)

This year the cost per passenger was raised 
to $10.00, and participation was not all 
that great. There were only 16 who signed 
up to take the trip on March 9th and this 
does not justify chartering a 45 seat bus. 
The cost of the bus has quadrupled, so it 
seems only fair that the fare also be quad- 
rupled. 


No one knows if it is the $10 that has scared 
off the passengers, or if there is other reas- 
on for the jJaek.of interest. The County has 
lost a number of those who were regular atten- 
dees, and there are fewer coin clubs than 20 
years ago. Several factors may be taken into 
consideration for this inability to fill the 
bus. It is hoped, however, that just because 
a bus doesn't leave for the symposium on Sat. 
March 9, as it has done for 20 years, that 

San Diego County numismatists will stay home 
and not take advantage of the educational 
programs being offered. 


Tom Fitzgerald, Educational Chairman, has 
announced that the speakers will be Ken Hal- 
lenbeck, A.N.A. President; Levin Messick of 
Yorba Linda, CA; Chester Krause of Krause 
Publications and Congressman Torres of Whittie!

Californians didn’t think that Texas has as much to 
offer A.N.A. convention-goers in Dailas as San Diego 
did last year, but then they are no doubt prejudiced! 


San Diego registered 5,U00 visitors to Dailas 4,000, 
in--199@-and on the last day, there were 'murmurings' 
of a return to San Diego. Not in i992, but perhaps 

after that. It does make sense to use a warmer cli- 
mate for this early spring show, and Dallas weather 

wasn't all that great. 


The convention center (INFOMART) was quite adequate but 
out-of-town visitors could not get there without using 
the shuttle or private auto. There were no walk-ways 
for foot traffic, even though the hotels were fairly 
close to the Center. 


There were not too many exhibits, which are non compe- 
titive at this Spring show, however, there was a bus 
load of youth who came in from a Houston suburb on Sat- 
urday, bringing about a dozen exhibits.

When putting together an exhibit for a show, the 
necessity to make a major design change increases 
as the fabrication of the exhibit nears completion. 
Return privileges and guarantees of authenticity 
will become void upon payment of invoice. 

Your collection will be burglarized either one day 
before your insurance policy takes effect, or one 
day after you decide to cancel it. 

When stapling a coin in a cardboard 2x2, one staple 
will always slide over and be stapled on top of 
the coin.

CENTSIBLE FACTS by Martha Stevenson 


The first paper money issued by the American Indians 
is believed to have been issued about 1840 or 1850 
by the Arapahos in Oregon. A later specimen bears 
the following inscription: "Office of Discount at 
Arapahos Way in the far West. The President and 
Directors of the Oregon State Bank promise to pay 
five dollars on demand.'' The only known specimen 

of paper money of the Cherokee Nation in Oklahoma 

is a one=dollar note, on which is inscribed in ink, 
dated June 18, 1862.

VISITORS ALWAYS WELCOME 
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CALIFORNIA'S GOLDEN FLEECE 


During California's gold rush, there were plenty of 
people who wanted a piece of the action without join- 
ing the hordes who labored from morning til night 
with picks, shovels and pans. 


Right up there in the front lines were saloon owners, 
waiting to welcome the miners who came to town flash- 
ing their bulging leather pouches of gold dust. 

Since weighing gold dust for small items was time con- 
suming, it was decided a pinch of gold would equal a 
dollar, or in drinking establishments, one drink. 

With this in mind, saloon owners quickly took advan- 
tage of the system, They hired bartenders who could 
pick up a generous pinch of gold dust between thumb

hg inevitable that some dust es onto the bar 


"whe arkeep reached into a miner's poke for the re- 


quired pinch, but one bartender saw a way to profit 
from this, especially after he became a master crafts- 
man at clumsiness. He also had a novel way to ensure 
his scheme would net him a personal profit, and not 
just an extra dividend for his boss who was already 
getting a bonus with every pinch. 


California's Golden Fleece - continued 


This bartender worked in a small saloon in Shaw's 
Flat. His name seems to be lost in history, but the 
story of his method of panning has become a gold rush 
legend. 


On any given night, this unnamed bartender passed out 
drinks to customers and collected the required good 
pinch of gold for each drink. He deposited the gold 
into a container for the saloon's owner, but always 
allowed a small amount to drift down onto the bar. 

He didn't want any complaints, so he was careful never 
to spill much. If a disgruntled miner did complain, 
he probably sheepishly apologized for his clumsi- 

ness as he wiped the gold dust onto the floor from 
behind the bar. 


Several times during the evening, the bartender walk- 
ed behind the saloon to an area where the ground was 
gummy, adobe mud then went back inside. With his muddy 
boots, he paced behind the bar, picking up every speck 
of gold dust. 


Every night, he came home and carefully washed his 
boots in a pan, sifting out the gold. He averaged 
$30. a night, more on Sundays and holidays. 


One thing that can be said for his panning method; he 
never once came up empty.

INTO THE MELT POT 


The Mint Report for the calendar year 1903 notes 
among other things, the amounts of uncurrent domes- 
tic gold and silver received from the Treasury De- 
partment during the year. Included were $81 worth 
of $3 gold pieces and $61 worth of gold dollars. 
Among other obsolete pieces were $263 face value in 
trade dollars, $90.27 worth of silver three-cent 
pieces, $32 in 20-cent pieces, as well as the im- 
pressive total of $1,098.30 worth of half dimes, 

In another category, Hawaiian silver dollars of the 
face value of $436,000 were received, Hawaiian 
Halves in the amount of $294,000 and quarters in 
the amount of $55,000 were taken in. For the half 
dollar and silver dollar deonominations, this re- 
presented the vast majority of the 1883 coinage.

Ruth 
reports now that though he is still on medication, 
he is feeling better. 
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Jim and Judy Heine have moved back to 'civilization' 
from Santa Ysabel. He is feeling much better, but 

is more confident now, living in El Cajon, and closer 
to medical treatment if it should be required. 
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Coinarama activities were too much for Al (Baber) 
He is again suffering lower back pain, and nothing 
seems to furnish relief. He sayd he will trade the 
open heart surgery for this severe pain.

There has always been a need for new money to be in- 
terpreted as 'tokens'. A shortage of small value 
coins during: most economictimes led to the private 
minting of tokens and one-cent size copper pieces. 
Other tokens had designs appropriate for advertising. 
The value of each coin was stamped on the planchet. 


At the height of the depression in 1935, the United 
States Government established a program to relocate 
all farmers of drought-stricken areas of the conti- 
nental United States in Matanuska Valley of Alaska. 
This rich farm land was purchased by the Alaska Rural 
Rehabilitation Corporation, a government agency. The 
agency in turn 'sold' parcels of land to the settlers, 
but retained the title until the newly settled pio- 
neers could pay them out of profits derived from the 
sale of ‘surplus' products. (No known deadline had 
been given for full payment), 


These farmer cclonists were brought to Alaska at 

the expense of the government, and were guaranteed 

a substance allowance until they could support them- 
selves on the land. Initially, in March, 1936, they

received tokens for this purpose, issued by the Alaska 
Rural Rehabilitation Corporation. They were struck 

in aluminum for one, five ten, twenty-five and fifty 
cents, and one dollar; and in brass for five and ten 
dollars. Both the obverse and reverse showed simi- 
lar designs, with the amount expressed in numerals 

in the center, while around the edge were the words 
"GOOD FOR (amount) IN TRADE ARRC." 


Upon the designed date for issuing these tokens, the 
’ natives began to find a name of their own, and the 
name "BINGLES" was chosen, with laughter among’ them 
each one began to pronounce "BINGLES". These tokens 
were accepted at face value at the local trading post 
in Palmer, Alaska. They had established a point of 
recognition and in time everyone referred to the 
tokens by the name "bingles' and the amount each one 
needed for their purchases. These tokens were to 
supply all the necessities of life until farmers be- 
came self-sufficient. This money substitute in the 
form of tokens was distasteful to the settler. 


As a result, the Alaska Rural Rehabilitation Corpora~ 
tion recalled all the 'bingles' in January, 1937, re~- 
placing them with United States coin and currency, 
and advising the settlers that they would noe be re- 
deemed after December 31, 1938. Today, the eight- 
piece set of 'Bingles" is quite rare.

A couple of recent issues of the Bulletin used the 29¢ 
commemorative stamp - the following is taken from the 
First Day Cover dedication information during the 100th 
Anniversary convention of the A.N.A. 


Numismatics, like philately, is a very individual avoca- 
tion. Some numismatists collect only coins or specific 
coins; others may collect paper money, tokens or medals. 
Coins are collected for as many and similar reasons as 
are stamps; as miniature works of art, they are innately 
beautiful. As investments, they may make or break a 
portfolio. To serious collectors, however, assembling 

a coin collection can be one of life's most satisfying 
accomplishemts and finding and owning a rare coin can 

be a singular thrill. 


Unlike stamps, coins are durable and long-lasting; some 
still exist from Biblical times. Besides being used as 
legal tender, coins have served throughout history to 
glorify political leaders or to proclaim a country's 
ideals, often mirroring the aspirations and values of 
an era. 


A coins value may be determined by its condition , by 
supply and demand or, for modern coins, by the rarity 
of the mintmark. Collectors today judge the condition 
of coins by the detail still visible, general condi- 

tion, toning and several other factors. The intrinsic 
value of the metal that coins contain can also affect 

their worth.

THE KING OF SUGAR 
AND HAWAINS TOTAL ECLIPSE 


Claus Spreckels was a very controversial man. To the 
Islanders, he was thought to be a domineering, ruth- 
less, arrogant, corrupt, egotistical opportunist. Yet 
this same man had the photogenic features of Santa 
Claus and contributed a lot to the economis progress 
of the Islands during his period as a business man. 
Claus Spreckels was born in poverty in the village of 
Lamstedt, Germany on July 8, 1828. He came to Ameri- 
ca borrowing passage money from a friend, working in 
a grocery store and later buying the store from the 
retired owner. Energetic and business-minded, he 
went from grocery store to brewery, sold it for 
$75,000 and then went from there into sugar refining 
in the bay area in San Francisco in 1863. 


When the Reciprocity Treaty came into effect in Hawaii 
in 1876, giving duty-free entry of sugar into the U.S., 
Claus Spreckels brought Hawaiian Sugar Cane to be re- 
fined in San Francisco. Soon he was known as the 

King of Sugar. He was also a financial backer of King 
Kalakaua. He was appointed as agent for the Hawaiian 
Kingdom to mint the Kalakaua coins. 


The obverse of the 5th wooden token of Famous People 
of Hawaii of the Honolulu Coin club features Claus 
Spreckels. The reverse will feature the total Solar 
eclipse of July 11, 1991. A solar eclipse happens 
when the moon blocks the sun from shining on part of 
the Earth. This year the eclipse was total in the 
Hawaiian Islands, specifically the Big Islane, Hawaii. 
The last total solar eclipse in Hawaii was in 1850 
and the next one isn't until 2016.

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CENTSIBLE FACTS 


On December 5, 1931, the Citizens Bank of Tenino in 
the’ state of Washington closed its doors, leaving 
‘the ‘town without ready cash to do business. But, 
thanks to the Tenino Chamber of Commerce and three 
- enterprising trustees in conjunction with the State 
.Supervisor of Banking, an alternate plan using scrip 
was devised. 


By this plan, a depositor could assign to the Cham- 
ber a.certain amount of his own proven deposit in 
“exchange for a similar amount of scrip which the 

.Chamber guaranteed to redeem when the liquidation 

paid them the necessary funds. The first scrip was 

, » printed on lithographed sheets in denominations of 
25 cents, 50 cents, $1.00, $5.00 and $10.00 by the 
Thurston County Independent in December, 1931. 


Then in February of 1932, the lithographed sheets 
gave way to wood, The first wooden money was issued 
at Tenino, Washington, originally printed on three- 
_pdly Sitka spruce wood in denominations of 25 cents, 
; 50 cents and $1.00. Later wooden money was printed 
on red cedar at Port Orford.
